For 
many years Mr. Basu, in spite of his 
long connection with the Indian Na 
tional Congress, which, until Lord 
Minto adopted a wise policy of re 
cognition, was ever bitterly opposed 
to the Government, has always 
shown himself a statesman. His re 
cent statements on the question of 
Indian self-government, a _ project 
which he has had at heart for many 
years, show clearly enough that he 
has, in a marked degree, that su- 
preme gift of the real statesman, that 
of “knowing how to wait.” I .do 
not look for any large and striking 
immediate results, he said, in an in- 
terview, after giving his views on the 
present position of the question, but 
in twenty-five or thirty years, well, 
let us ‘‘wait and see,” 

The most important point brought 
out by Mr. Basu was, perhaps, that 
in which he urged the necessity of 
the British Government making a be- 
ginning. “TIT have no desire,” he 
said, ‘‘to force the pace of self-gov- 
ernment unduly, but a real begin- 
ning must be made, and _ definite 
steps must be taken to show that the 
end aimed at in Indian administra 
tion is self-government,” Here Mr.
